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The year is two thousand six in the pastoral environment of a small 
town of America. This southern region of the grand U.S.A. is another 
product of those brave colonists, those dedicated statesmen of 1776.

taxes and obeying the laws of the land. 

Here many examples of long-time loving Americans are not eligible 
for receiving help from the government agencies because they can’t seem 
to find a way to qualify for assistance. Yet, non-citizens who send their 
earned paychecks back home to the country where they still are citizens, 
receive all the services of our local born America. There are perhaps much 
less than 100 migrants who have achieved citizenship here. Yet much 
Spanish is heard locally and many speaking it are employed with the forest 
affiliated jobs while blacks are on social security and unemployment. 

There is much convincing on the condition of our federal budget and 
its huge deficit. Many of the locals conversation turns to the time of the 
Democratic government of Bill Clinton and the no-deficit budget time. 
There is much distrust in the decisions of our elected U.S. Representatives 
and U.S. Senators in Washington, D.C. 

The original statesman dedication has simply turned into two parties 
and their interests - Democrats and Republicans. It seems the general love 
and well being of the beloved home country is gone in our current elected 
national government people. 

The people here crave the time past, where trust was the largest 
factor in successful campaigns. Now, it seems, the only way to be elected 
to government positions is to be a millionaire, to have financial clout, or to 
achieve numerous lobbyists on your side.
